Yesterday morning, through ar- 
rangements nvadc by the Department 
of Economies, the class o'f .Arts '24 
bad on:; of its period's given over to 
the hearing of a lecture delivered by 
Mr. lohn Bieler. who placed before 
tiu- students some of the workings of 
the Li'a^uc of Nations. .Many be- 
sides the Second Year men and wo- 
nien v/cw present, when Dr. Leacock 
introduced Mr. Bieler as a (former nn- 
dergtadur.te. following up the study of 
Political Science at McGill. and as 
one intimately acquainted with the 
organization of the League of Na- 
tions through his being a member of 
■ts Secretarial. 

.\ summary is all that is possible 
of Mr. Bicler's discussion; he just 
mads plain the fact that the idea of 
nations organizing for theiir own and 
common benefit is not one of purely 
recent origin, lie cited ■several his- 
toric examples of such attempts as a 
more or less binding authority. Hugo 
Gr.^tins wa."; Jrneiitioifed as being 
among the fits'KsVrbnglS .to advocate 
the necessity of "the' Slates observing 
certain rules and princi-plcs of war- 
fare and peace. 

The Caucus of EuroDC after the Na- 
poleonic wars was a failure; nor was 
the inauguration of the Hague Tri- 
bunal noticeable tor any outstanding 
i'ucccsse.s. v'T'"^ proposal for some- 
-thing aloiig .tha linos of wliat the. 
League of Nations is supposed to be, 
was mooted in the Rriiish War Cab 
inet of 1916 by T-ord Robert Cecil, 
whose remarks were later convpiled 
by General Smut.s, Woodrow Wilson 
urging with all the weight of his au 
thority, the inclusion of the covenant 
of a League of Nations in the Treaty 
of Versailles. The League of Nations 
came into being wlien. on January 10, 
1920, the Treaty was ratified by a 
sufficiettt number of powers. Contrary 
to popular opinion, Germany is elig- 
ible ' for membership in the League, 
but so far has failed to apply for ad- 
mission. 

Russia is. of com'sc. liarrcd 3)e- 
cause of tlic non-reeognition of the 
present Soviet Government, by the 
great majority of States. The United 
States can automatically beccvmc a 
member of the League by ratifjing 
the Treaty, as wa« don« 'by all the 
other former belligerents. 

The League of Nations is not a 
super-state: it is, rather, an associa- 
tion of nations, commonly agreeing to 
limit their freedom of action on tcr- 
tain points in order "to promote in- 
ternational cooperation and to achieve 
ncace and Siceurity. The constitu- 
tion provides, in the first place, for 
an .\sscmbly to which the League 
members send three representatives, 
each State, however, having oivly one 
vote. There is also a Council, which, 
being composed of only 8 members 
meet at much shorter intervals, and 
transacts the greater part of the cur- 
rent business. 

The fourth aim of the machinery 
of the League is the Permanent Court 
of International Justice, the consti- 
tution of .which was approved by the 
First Assemb'lys 

Mr. Bieler's 'lecture was most in- 
teresting from the point of view of a 
student of political philosophy. It 
was an explanation rather than a jns- 
tificaition of the Leagnc of Nations.

LET'S HAVE IT. 

At the service held in the Union on Sunday under the auspices 
of the Student Christian Association, the spealîcr, philosophizing in 
the footsteps of the immortal Dante and Mr. Rudyard Kipling, made 
a very jjrcgiiant remark — a remark that might well be uttered with 
emphasis at the present time. "There is no room even in Ileil," he 
said, "for the pale and the colourless,- for the people of no opinions 
who sit on the fence and refuse to take sides." 

This dictum, as cniuiciated at the time, had of course, a specific 
reference, but shorn of the particularly religious trend of the occa- 
sion, it has a certain value of its own. Fed up with Bolshevism, la 
bour troubles and the like, tlic'placid, hum-drum niajorit}' of the civ 
ilized world seem to have arisen in their wrath to try to la)' the 
demon of discontent by repressing all manifestations of free .speech 
or thought, whether by actual prohibitory meaSires or by other 
more subtle forms of inhibition. But this species of reactionary die 
tiy'the "man3'-all-too-many" won't do in a university, 
ttisofar as the present repressive trend affects professors. Sir 
Kbhert Falconer, of the University of Toronto, has defined their 
rightful pusi'Jon in no uncertain terms. Speaking a week or so ago 
at a lecture on "Academic Freedom" delivered at Convocation Hall 
he said in part, "in fact, a university in which professors arc over 
awed by political, social or sectarian influence catinot aspire to an 
honourable position in the commonwealth of learning. Just as wc 
measure the progress of democratic government by its freedoitt from 
the spoils system so that faithful servants are not disposed when 
ever a new party comes into power, so we can measure the rani 
and stability of a university by the security givcH "tb' a professor t 
pursue and expound his investigations without being, compelled to 
justify himself to those who dififcr from, him." What a delicious 
challenge this makes for some of the narrow-minded dogmatists 
who are constantly wailing that our seats of higher education arc 
i)ri-i ding-places for radicalism and unorthodoxy. i;-v::»v 

The university student has, or should have, exactly th: .îanu 
Privilege of absolute liberty of expression, and what is .ore, he 
4iould make ample use of it. Even if nine-tënthë of it 'sh'Odld .be 
iiot air," the result of inaccurate or insufficient knowledge, out 
,'ith it. 

The tenets and pronouncements of men such as Giordano BrunO; 
Martin Luther and Leibnitz, seem quite mild and innocuous nowa 
days, but had they not possessed the courage to brave the sKowers 
of anathemas 'hurled upon them by the "crowd" our civilization 
would possibly have been retarded to an appreciable degree. Above 
all let there be less squatting on the fence of colourlessness. It is 
rather difficult to go into ecstatic raptures over the idea of our scv 
eral Canadian Universities, turning out an ever-swelling stream ol 
I young men, who are to be the future leaders of the multitude in 

■ thought and science, if the material for this "strcatii" shows a marked 
> preference for basking in the shallows of acquiescence. It does hot 

■ really matter what it is; make as sure as possible of your ground 
and then out with it. .Miovc all, never mind the "crowd!"

8ta$e of affairs than they could find out at a regular meeting» when 
the-^yhole time is taken up with the presentation of reports and fig 
|res.'that have to be voted on before they arc properly digested 

It is not to be thought that a special meeting is called for th 
sole purpose of answering questions. The .Students' Council is not 
in a position where it carries on the aft'airs of the undergraduates an.' 
then dispenses information at request. . The small body of me 
chosen to carry on the business of the Students' Society are placed 
there for convenience, and because the large number of student 
could not properly handle all of the business in their mefetings. Be 
cause such a body has been created for convenience, however, it is no 
reason why the students at their meetings shotild not discuss plans 
for carrying on the business and stating their opinions concerning 
the proper manner of doing so. 

If possible, the ideal way. of conducting • the students' busines.s 
would be to have the whole body vote on every measure but, sine 
. hat is impossible, it would certainly be advisable to have them ex 
■ress their opinion on the more important matters. 

The publication of the Song Book and Daily arc business mat

there have been many important matters passed upon- by the Stu 
dents' Council, of which they are more or less ignorant, and they 
would like to have the uncertain feeling cleared away by a straigh 
forward statement of affairs as they exist. 

There arc many matters which cannot be properly 'ex])laincc 
through the medium of the college paper inasmuch as they would 
receive undue publicity in this'Avay. A meeting of'^thc Society w 
serve to stop any unfounded rumours and. at the «ame time, create 
greater interest in student activities in genral.

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PHILOSOPHY. 



The profcs.sional and commercial 
.opportunities offered to students of 
Philosophy arc not apparent tçuic a 
'heure. Philosophers know of a 
certaiivty that they are truly such only 
when they cease trying to discover 
my immediately practical advantages 
n their pursuits. In this respect 
i'hilosophy is like Pure Science and 
the .Art.s; it differs from ihcni, liow- 
vcr, in that i.t shows in lesser dc- 
;rce the graded effcct-s of partial per- 
orniance. "The whole world," so 
o speak, "wheels into new forma- 
tion;" that is, most ofteii progress in 
Philosophy manifests itself in a re- 
oricnlatioii wliicii organi/;cs the clc- 
nien.ts and relations of life on a to- 
tally difTcrcnt plane of valuation. .•\iid 
in the light t'hat clarifies 'and inter- 
prets hitherto murky d'etdils; ■there 
prêts ultimately a no less important 
material jusitiification that can be dis 
covered in tlic perfection of tech- 
nique within a given field. 

There is nothing which cannot be 
utilized by the .student of Philosophy, 
and the complete philosopher is one 
who has not onJy studied everything 
but experienced it as well.' "From 
vamp to saint, from gaping'fool to 
statesman and genius, thc'w'hole hu 
man gamut supplies materials and 
laborcr.s for the philoiiophical quest. 
.More particularly a thorough train 
ing in the natural .sciences and social 
disciplines is 'prerequisite to that re- 
flective type if thought which passes 
from the news item to the editorial 
Tiagc and there eonstrucls the world 
not as it i.s, but as it ought to be 
The current conception of the philo 
:ophcr; as one who gazes at 'the stars 
md falls in the ditch, is not histori 
cally true. Most of the .first -rate 
ihilosophers were mechanic.^, mcr 
"hants, officials. scie.n.tists, educators 
Uicir theories were derived from their 
'nirsiiits. Tlie organization of these 
-\ctivities and studies with reference to 
n enquiry into physiological, cxperi- 
Mcntal and social ps'yc'liblogy i.s cs 
■■eially pertinent to an understanding 
'>f Philosophy. In general, however, 
here is less importance to ibc attach- 
-d to the subject matter of the pre- 
-"aratory studies than to the thor- 
oîighncss. in extent and profundity, 
•vith which these content subjects 
have been attacked.

UNDERGRADUATES 

Princeton Professor €ives 
Views on Students' 
Fiction. 



A man OA'crtatoing two friends heard 
his own name mentioned and asked what 
it was they were saying of him. 

"Well" answered one "to tell the 
truth wftjjvero dispu;tiiig;.,as to whoihcr 
you arc a fool or a rogue"' 

Taking an arm of each he said: 

"I think 1 can best settle that. I am 
-^niiictliir.s: between iictweeii -the two." 
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There is no doubt, I suppose, iliat ilie 
verses written, by college students more 
often represent a real accomplishmeiH 
llian do the .stories. There arc various 
causes for this, sonic of which are a part 
of youUi aiid tmchangeable, some easily 
removed by the fulfilment of K:ertain 
condition.':. .-Ns things arc. both tlic 
■younger and the older readers of imder- 
gradiiafc pnblicati-oiis arc inclined lo 
sniff or sneer at the fiction. Which is 
a pity. 

. My observation of the stories written 
here during the past l.i years and more 
persuades me that college students can 
write very interesting short stories if 
tilicy. will talse the necessary pains. . I 
have often been astonished by the -fcr- 
tjlity -of, imagination, particularly in 
thinking out ingenious pbts and odd 
characters, shown by men who have been 
re<|uired to write a fixed number of 
.-lories in the course of a term. I have 
been further cncouragtfd by .the ease 
with which the jvriters have caught the 
critical suggestions made to them and 
have been able to iraiiiform incoherence 
i!.!.l9,,''<y»tlal)le narrative. The chief dif- 
ficulty Willi tniguided effort.i, I make 
out, is that tl:c ;iuthors arc too prone to 
,cojisidcr a page once written as sacred. 
In other words, they rest in wond?r at 
the- end of the creative hour, and diink 
their work is good when it is really 
just begun. 

• loixl stoii-.'s— a hii-gc nuin'oer oi g'ood 
sl(M•ie.^— have been written in Princelon 
during ili,- last decade, to niy perso;iai 
knowledac. .Some of them have ap- 
pearecHn ihc l.jt, though it is a deplor- 
y^>.fafr ihai'/'mHcli of the bcs.t ]vork 
lias not been represented. 

It isn't simply a matter of stories. 
The plain truth is that for many years 
tlic Lit has not adequately represented 
tlw iute-llcctual life of the university. The 
editors have tried, little group.s have 
tried, io 'make it do so ;. but they have 
not had the support of their fellows. 1 
"asif'fWf ■■■n8ha;mcd of what the ma'sazine 
hasjiceiii^land. is. I am a.shamcd onl\- 
..tlhat, Princeton men have been content to 
sse their real ability and real interest so 
imperfectly cxprcs.'cd. Princeton niider- 
gradualcs are capable of imtting out a 
magazine that could be read with plei.-i- 
urc,by:anyJ}ody. But unlcss'-séàrcs of 
nvanus.cripts arc submitted instead of 
half-doïcns ,and unless everybody who 
can afford to go to one or two games a 
jcar will help pay for it, we .shall con- 
tinue to have publications that may be 
very worthy^ but docs us no real honor.

Body of Explora: Leaves 
Montevideo for So. Georgia 



Funeral' .guns 'biiomcd in ^Iontc- 
vidco as 'thc body of Sir Ernest Shack- 
leton, the British explorer, was car- 
ried alioard the British steamer 
vVoodville, which will take the dead 
jxplorcr on his last voyage into Ant- 
arctic seas. 

Salitlcs again' werè fired as tlic ship, 
,Yith the Union Jack flying at haff- 
nast, soon after noon passed into the 
larbor, where she will remain until 
starting on the ten-day voyage to 
3ou't)i Georgia, where the explorer 
died 'on January S; aitd where, in ac- 
cordance with the wishes of Lady 
■Shaèklct'bUi his .body will he buried. 

The 'highcit honors Uruguay could 
oay, except those for a. dead Presi- 
dent, were rendered to .the memory 
of the c.Nplorcr by the"' Government 
and people as they stirrcndcrcd tcni- 
,)orary custody of the body, which 
was taken to Montevideo from South 
Georgia January 29 with the intention 
Df conveying it to lingland. 

The British Government also, 
jhrough its legation here, paid tribute 
tO .Sir Ernest's memory,, and on his 
:oftin was placed a wreath from King 
George; Another wrea|tl» '<:ame 'fron-
